We have had much thought how to im- 
provethe induſtry ofthe Nation, & prevent 
that idlenels and licenttouſneſs which too faſt 
grows upon us, eſpecially by exceſſive and 
diſorderly Gaming ; men are not contented 
to ſport away their precious time, and play 
away their ready money , but to loſe or 
pawn their Houſes and Lands, their Manors 
and their Honours allo.

The next Obſtruftion to our Trade, 
hath been a- baſe and degenerous praiiſe of 
ſome Seamen, who are willing to be robbed 
by Pirates, that they may ſhare in the Prize:
